Portland, Me., the White 
Mountains, Plymouth Rock, Cambridge, Martha’s Vineyard, Old Orch- 
ard, Bar Harbor, Nantasket Beach, Lynn, Lowell and Concord are all 
within easy reach—to say nothing of Faneuil Hall and Bunker Hill 
Monument. Clam bakes and barbecues will in fact illuminate the sea 
shore from Cape Ann to Narragansett.

V. The Rules and Regulations of the Grand Army have been amended 
as follows: When a Post disbands the Charter and Descriptive Book 
of that Post may be deposited in a permanent library or in a historical 
society in the community or in the town where the Post was established. 
A receipt for the Charter and Descriptive Book should be taken from 
the librarian or from the custodian of the association in which these 
two articles have been deposited and the same to be forwarded to the 
Assistant Adjutant General in lieu of the Charter and Descriptive Book. 
It will be seen by this amendment that the Charter and Descriptive 
Book of the Posts have disbanded or surrendered and can be made a 
matter of history in the community where the Post lived and flourished. 
I would earnestly recommend that all comrades of all Posts make an 
earnest effort to have all Civil War Veterans who are not members of 
the Grand Army to become members at once, so that their names may 
be placed on the roll of the Post that their children and grand-children 
may be able to see the record they made during the War of the Rebel- 
lion. It is not the intention of this office to have any Post surrender 
their Charter or disband at this time, or at any time in the future. 


VI. The comrades of the Posts throughout the State will join with 
other patriotic organizations in the celebration of the 4th of July and 
other national holidays. 


VII. District recruiting officers will make arrangements for recruit- 
ing meetings in their respective districts at such time and place as may 
be best suited to the comrades of their districts. The Department Com- 
mander will be glad to meet with the comrades in their district meetings.

A, of the 187th Regiment, Indiana Volunteer Infantry at Kokomo, 
Indiana, May 6, 1864, and was mustered into active service on the 26th 
day of May, 1864, for the term of one hundred days. He was mus- 
tered out of service at Indianapolis, Indiana, September 21, 1864. 


Dr. Stone served his department as Commander from June 15, 1937, 
until the time of his death. He was very sincere in his duties of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and was ready at all times to do anything 
which might be asked of him in his official capacity. 

Dr. Stone had been endorsed by his Department as a candidate for 
the high office of Commander-in-Chief, subject to the election at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, September, 1941, but due to inclement health, he withdrew 
from the race. 


He leaves a daughter, Mrs. Blanche Gorton, a grandson, and a 
granddaughter, besides a mighty host of friends, to mourn his passing. 


He fought as a bold soldier, 

He has now been discharged; 
His warfare has ended, 

His treasures enlarged.

(2) Quartermaster’s reports on the same blank should show the amount of 
dues collected during the year, the amount of money in Relief Fund and the 
amount of money disbursed during the year, leaving a balance in each fund 
separately. 


(3) Certificate of election blanks should be carefully made out showing the 
officers-elect for the ensuing year and Past Commanders of the Post, so that the 
Adjutant can properly make up the Roll Call for the Department Encampment. 


(4) In filling out the mortuary report blanks, kindly give the name of each 
Comrade in full—Company, Regiment and date of death.

V. Although the ranks are becoming quite thin, and the numbers 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, Department of Indiana are quite 
few, it is the sincere wish and desire of the Department Commander and 
the Grand Army Headquarters that every Comrade who can, make a 
special effort to attend his encampment.

“In case of surrender or forfeiture of a charter, the charter, books 
of record and Post papers shall be immediately sent to the Assistant 
Adjutant-General at Department Headquarters and shall be subject to the 
disposition of the Department Encampment. However, any Post sur- 
rendering its charter may, if it shall so vote, deposit charter, books of 
record and papers with the nearest historical society, public library or 
managers of a memorial building, to be kept and preserved by such 
society, library or managers of such memorial building. The receipt of 
such historical society, public library or managers of a memorial build- 
ing, deposited with the Assistant Adjutant-General, shall be evidence 
that the Rules and Regulations have been complied with. 


From this it will be seen that the charter and records can not be 
given to any individual or organization. In making this law the mem- 
bers of the National Encampment were mindful of the fact that historical 
societies, public libraries and memorial buildings were lasting institutions 
and organizations are not, since they are subject to a fluctuating member- 
ship and can not guarantee their own existence for any stated time. 
Department Commanders and Department Encampments can not give 
permission to Posts to change this law, nor can the Commander-in-Chief, 
since it is mandatory, until changed by action of the National Encamp- 
ment.” 


IX. Post Secretaries will please note that the foregoing is not 
merely a ruling of the Department Headquarters, but is a LAW of the 
National organization of the Grand Army of the i we and should be 
respected as such.

GENERAL LOGAN’S MEMORIAL ORDER 
Headquarters Grand Army of the Republic 
Washington, D. C. 


General Order May 5, 1868. 


I. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and 
whose bodies now lie in almost every city, village, and hamlet church- 
yard in the land. In this observance no form or ceremony is prescribed, 
but posts and comrades will in their own way arrange such fitting 
services and testimonials of respect as circumstances may permit. 


We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell us, for the 
purpose, among other things, “of preserving and strengthening those 
kind and fraternal feelings which have bound together the soldiers, 
sailors, and marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.” What 
can aid more to assure this result than by cherishing tenderly the 
memory of our heroic dead, who made their breasts a barricade be- 
tween our country and its foes?

Four score and seven years ago our fathers brought forth upon 
this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty and dedicated to the 
proposition that all men are created equal. Now we are engaged in a 
great civil war, testing whether that nation, or any nation so conceived 
and so dedicated, can long endure. We are met on a great battle field 
of that war. We have come to dedicate a portion of that field as a 
final resting place for those who gave their lives that that nation might 
live.

IN MEMORIAM 

The Grim Angel of Death has again visited the ranks of the Depart- 
ment of Indiana, Grand Army of the Republic.

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GENERAL LOGAN’S MEMORIAL ORDER 
HEADQUARTERS GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


Washington, D. C., May 5, 1868. 
GENERAL ORDER 


I. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and whose 
bodies now lie in almost every city, village, and hamlet churchyard in the 
land. In this observance no form or ceremony is prescribed, but posts 
and comrades will in their own way arrange such fitting services and 
testimonials of respect as circumstances may permit. 


We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell us, for the pur- 
pose, among other things, “of preserving and strengthening those kind 
and fraternal feelings which have bound together the soldiers, sailors, 
and marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.” What can aid 
more to assure this result than by cherishing tenderly the memory of our 
heroic dead, who made their breasts a barricade between our country and 
its foes? Their soldier lives were the reveille of freedom to a race in 
chains, and their death a tattoo of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should 
guard their graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated wealth 
and taste of the Nation can add to their adornment and security is but 
a fitting tribute to the memory of her slain defenders. Let no wanton, 
foot tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. Let pleasant paths invite 
the coming and going of reverent visitors and fond mourners. Let no 
vandalism of avarice or neglect, no ravages of time, testify to the present 
or to the coming generations that we have forgotten, as a people, the cost 
of a free and undivided republic. 


If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack, and other hearts cold 
in the solemn trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light and warmth 
of life remain in us. 


Let us, then, at the time appointed, gather around their sacred 
remains and garland the passionless mounds above them with choicest 
flowers of springtime; let us raise above them the dear old flag they 
saved from dishonor; let us in this solemn presence renew our pledges to 
aid and assist those whom they have left among us as sacred charges 
upon the Nation’s gratitude—the soldier’s and sailor’s widow and orphan. 


II. It is the purpose of the Commander-in-Chief to inaugurate this 
observance with the hope that it will be kept up from year to year, while 
a survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his departed com- 
rades. He earnestly desires the public press to call attention to this order, 
and lend its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice of comrades in all 
parts of the country in time for simultaneous compliance therewith.

IX. Because of the lack of co-operation, or a feeling of indifference, 
or any misunderstandings about charters, etc., the Department Head- 
quarters deems it wise to bring to your attention the following National 
law: 


“In case of surrender or forfeiture of a charter, the charter, books of 
record and Post papers shall be immediately sent to the Assistant 
Adjutant-General at Department Headquarters and shall be subject to 
the disposition of the Department Encampment. However, any Post 
surendering its charter, may, if it shall so vote, deposit charter, books 
of record and papers with the nearest historical society, public library or 
managers of a memorial building, to be kept and preserved by such 
society, library or managers of such memorial building. The receipt of 
such historical society, public library or managers of a memorial building, 
deposited with the Assistant Adjutant-General, shall be evidence that the 
Rules and Regulations have been complied with. 


“From this it will be seen that the charter and records can not be 
given to any individual or organization. In making this law the members 
of the National Encampment were mindful of the fact that historical 
societies, public libraries and memorial buildings were lasting institu- 
tions and organizations are not, since they are subject to a fluctuating 
membership and can not guarantee their own existence for any stated 
time. Department Commanders and Department Encampments can not 
give permission to Posts to change this law, nor can the Commander-in- 
Chief, since it is mandatory until changed by action of the National En- 
campment.” 


X. Post Secretaries and Past Post Secretaries will please note that 
the foregoing is not merely a ruling of the Department Headquarters, but 


it is a LAW of the National Organization of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and should be respected as such.

The Department of Indiana Grand Army of the Republic have 
suffered a great loss in the passing on of Comrade Isaac W. Sharp, 
November 10, 1946 in his home at Warsaw, Indiana. 

Comrade Sharp, the last survivor of the Warsaw Post No. 114, 
had been a member of the Grand Army of the Republic more than 
sixty years. In that time he had held ail offices in his Post, was De- 
partment Commander from June, 1942, until September, 1944, when 
he resigned that post after having been elected Commander-in-Chief, 
while in Des Moines, Iowa. Comrade Sharp served as a Private in 
Co. G, Ist Ohio Cavalry, from February 23, 1864 to September 10, 
1865, and in that period of time was under fire in thirty-two engage- 
ments. 

At the time of his passing on, he was survived by two daughters, 
Miss Frances Sharp and Mrs. Ola Sloane, both of Warsaw. A host of 
relatives and friends also remain to mourn the loss of this loved one.

I. The Sixty-ninth annual encampment, Department of Indiana,

inclusive. The Department Headquarters in Room 430, State House, will 

be closed during the encampment, and its Headquarters will temporarily 

be established in the Elkhart Hotel, where all business sessions of the 

Grand Army of the Republic will be held. 


II. The Department President of each of the Allied organizations 
along with our secretary, held their preliminary meeting in Elkhart 
on March fourth, and they were guests of the Chamber of Commerce at 
a luscious noon luncheon held in the Elkhart Hotel with representatives 
of the Chamber of Commerce and the Elkhart Hotel also being present. 

Your Department Commander felt it unwise to undertake travelling 
at this particular time, so a letter of instruction was sent to Mrs. Comp- 
ton, our secretary, authorizing her to act in his behalf for the interests 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 


III. Mr. Morris Groverman, 300 S. Main Street, Elkhart, has been 
named General Chairman of Arrangements for this encampment, and we 
feel confident that he and his local committees will provide for us another 
most enjoyable encampment. 


IV. Having fully appreciated the competent and gracious manner in 
which Mrs. Ella Almond of Indianapolis, served us last year, upon such 
short notice, it is again the desire of the Department Commander to 
appoint Mrs. Almond to fill the position of Officer of the Guard for our 
meetings this year. Mrs. Almond is Past Department President of the 
Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic. 


V. The Eighty-second National Encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic will be held in Grand Rapids, Michigan, September 26-30, 
1948 inclusive. Headquarters for the Grand Army of the Republic will 
be established in the Pantlind Hotel.

GENERAL LOGAN’S MEMORIAL ORDER 
HEADQUARTERS GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 
WASHINGTON, D. C., MAY 5, 1868. 


GENERAL ORDER 

I. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their country during the late rebellion, and whose 
bodies now lie in almost every city, village, and hamlet churchyard in 
the land. In this observance no form or ceremony is prescribed, but 
posts and comrades will in their own way arrange such fitting services 
and testimonials of respect as circumstances may permit. 

We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell us, for the pur- 
pose, among other things, “of preserving and strengthening those kind 
and fraternal feelings which have bound together the soldiers, sailors, 
and marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.” What can aid 
more to assure this result than by cherishing tenderly the memory of our 
heroic dead, who made their breasts a barricade between our country and 
its foes? Their soldier lives were the reveille of freedom to a race in 
chains, and their death a tattoo of rebellious tyranny in arms. We 
should guard their graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated 
wealth and taste of the Nation can add to their adornment and security 
is but a fitting tribute to the memory of her slain defenders. Let no 
wanton foot tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. Let pleasant paths 
invite the coming and going of reverent visitors and fond mourners. Let 
no vandalism of avarice or neglect, no ravages of time, testify to the 
present or to the coming generations that we have forgotten, as a people, 
the cost of a free and undivided republic. 

If other eyes grow dull and other hands slack, and other hearts cold 
in the solemn trust, ours shall keep it well as long as the light and 
warmth of life remain in us. 

Let us, then, at the time appointed, gather around their sacred 
remains and garland the passionless mounds above them with choicest 
flowers of springtime; let us raise above them the dear old flag they 
saved from dishonor; let us in this solemn presence renew our pledges 
to aid and assist those whom they have left among us as sacred charges 
upon the Nation’s gratitude—the soldier’s and sailor’s widow and orphan. 


II. It is the purpose of the Commander-in-Chief to inaugurate this 
observance with the hope that it will be kept up from year to year, while 
a survivor of the war remains to honor the memory of his departed 
comrades. He earnestly desires the public press to call attention to this 
order, and lend its friendly aid in bringing it to the notice of comrades 
in all parts of the country in time for simultaneous compliance there- 
with. i ; 


III. Department Commanders will use every effort to make this order 
effective.

LINCOLN’S GETTYSBURG ADDRESS 


Four score and seven years ago our fathers brought upon this con- 
tinent a new nation, conceived in liberty and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal. Now we are engaged in a great civil 
war, testing whether that nation, or any nation so conceived and so 
dedicated, can long endure. We are met on a great battle field of that 
war. We have come to dedicate a portion of that field as a final resting 
place for those who gave their lives that that nation might live. It is 
altogether fitting and proper that we should do this. But in a larger 
sense, we cannot dedicate, we cannot consecrate, we cannot hallow this 
ground. The brave men, living and dead, who struggled here have con- 
secrated it far above our poor power to add to or detract. The world 
will little note nor long remember what we say here, but it can never 
forget what they did here. It is for us, the living, rather to be dedicated 
to the great task remaining before us, that from these honored dead we 
take increased devotion; that we here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in vain; that this nation, under GOD, shall have a 
new birth of freedom, and that government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people shall not perish from the earth. 


VIII. The Department of Indiana Grand Army of the Republic, ex- 
tend sincere sympathy to the husband, children, mother and other rel- 
atives and friends of Mrs. Robert A. Mock, who departed this life on 
January 22, 1948 in her home at Elkhart, Indiana. 

Mrs. Mock, a member of the Woman’s Relief Corps for over 25 years, 
was a sincere and ardent worker in that organization, having served her 
corps in every Official capacity and her department as Chaplain, Sr. Vice 
President and then in June, 1946 was elected to the honored position of 
Department President, holding her convention in June, 1947, in her own 
home town of Elkhart. At this time, Mrs. Mock through her efforts and 
co-operation of her officers proved her loyalty and that of her organiza- 
tion to us, the Grand Army of the Republic. For this, we shall ever be 
grateful and her memory will always be pleasant to us.

FRANK J. BARTON, at the age of 102 years, 5 months and 6 
days, our Department Vice Commander, passed away April 6, 1948, 
at Holy Family hospital in South Bend, Indiana, as a result of a 
broken hip which happened less than a week previous. 


Comrade Barton served his country as a Private in Co. G, of 
the 12th Indiana Cavalry, having enlisted Dec. 8, 1863 and was 
mustered into active service on Dec. 15, 1863, and he was mus- 
tered out of service on Oct. 13, 1865. He was one of a half dozen 
comrades who was a member of Auten Post No. 8 of South Bend 
at the time they turned in their charter in 1940, and he later came 
back into the department as a member-at-large. 


In May, 1946, Comrade Barton at the age of 100, was one of the 
two members present at the dedication of U. S. Highway No. 6, as 
the Grand Army of the Republic Highway. He and your Com- 
mander had the honor of unveiling the beautiful replica of the 
official marker used in this ceremony. Comrade Barton was not 
only proud of his membership in our beloved Grand Army, but he 
was justly proud of his membership in the Masonic lodge for over 
fifty years, and his membership in the Christian Church more than 
seventy-five years. : 


He was survived by two sons and several nieces and nephews.

IV. It is the desire of your Commander to remind you and the members of our 
allied orders that the Department of Indiana sanctioned and have adopted the resolution 
passed by the Eightieth National Encampment held in Indianapolis in August, 1946, relative 
to holding Conventions after the Grand Army of the Republic cease to meet, and it is 
therefore quoted herewith: 


“Realizing that the time is not far off when our Encampment will be ended, it is 
our earnest wish that our Allied Organizations continue to hold their annual conventions 
together. 


‘‘We therefore ask, that as a Memorial to the Grand Army of the Republic, you con- 
tinue to meet at the same time and place, and suggest that the incoming and outgoing 
Presidents or presiding officers, act as a committee to make the arrangements for future 
National (Department) Conventions, WHEN THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 
CEASES TO MEET.” 


The only organizations recognized by the National or Department Encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic are the Woman’s Relief Corps, Ladies of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War, Sons of Union Veterans 
of the Civil War and Auxiliary to the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War. 


V. After some careful study on the part of your Commander, the invitation to 
hold the 1949 Department Encampment in Marion, Indiana was accepted. This invitation 
was one of the seven invitations received. Further information will appear in future 
General Orders. 


VI. The Eighty-second annual National Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic will be held in Grand Rapids, Michigan, September 26-30, 1948. Headquarters 
for the Grand Army of the Republic will be established in the Pantlind Hotel. 


Department Headquarters in the State House will be closed during the National 
Encampment, and will be established temporarily in the Pantlind Hotel, Grand Rapids. 


VU. A cordial invitation to visit Department Headquarters is hereby extended to 
all Comrades, and members of organizations allied with the Grand Army of the Republic. 


VIII. To our beloved Commander-in-Chief and all Comrades who are ill, “May the 
Great Spirit Comfort and Bless you, May He rest His Healing Hand upon you and if 
it is His Will, may each and every one of you be restored to sound health again.”
